THE PANIC. 


Causes of the Break—Various Opinions. 


The San Francisco papers .contain 
accounts of interviews with all of the 
leading operators as to the causes 
which led to the crash in stocks. 


E. J. Baldwin did not see why there 
should be any question as to the cause 
of the break. at report of Mackay’s 
started it, and Flood had been selling 
heavily. If the clearing house books 
could be get at they would show that 
Flood had been selling enough to cre- 
ate acorner in coin.

If a man cannot walk 
the streets, whether stocks go up or 
down it is time to know it.” 

The Chronicle says: Many ef 
these informed of the circumstances of 
the quarrel between the Unien and the 
Sierra Nevada mines concerning the 
disputed territory, and who have full 
faith in the stability of the present bo- 
nanza, are inclined to attribute the 
dlisastrous-break of yesterday to the 
intrigues afvot for the adjustment of 
this difficulty and the contest of Flood 
and his associates to oust Skae from 
the control of the Sierra Nevada.

It is the supposition of 
many, that Flood, in carrying out his 
scheme to vanquish Skae, is smashing 
the market to enable him the more 
easily to force the stock and get it in 
at low prices. 

I. M. Glazier & Co., representing the 
Sierra Nevada cembination, have a 
large amount of stock hypethecated te 
the Nevada bank people, and are thus 
called upon for a heavy amount of coin. 
Skae is indebted to Glazier & Co. 
$800,000 on the security of 21,000 
shares of Sierra Nevada stock, and the 
movement is evidently designed to 
bring out the stock. Skae is further 
indebted to Flood for $250,000 on the 
security ot Virginia City water stock. 
It is thus seen that the Nevada bank 
has drawn a tight lariat on the rival 
combinations, and the thousands who 
have been wrecked in fortune will 
watch the progress of the struggle with 
melancholy interest.“

$120,000 in reckless living and sup- 
porting and maintaining one or more 
persens having no legal claim upon 
her. It is also.alleged that there is in 
the posession of Wells, Fargo & Co. 
some $40,000 belonging to Mrs. Ral- 
sten, and of which she has demanded 
payment, and the prayer is that in or- 
der to prevent Mrs. Ralston and her 
childrcn from becoming a charge upon 
public or private charity, and because 
of her ::\ental incom petency to manage 
her estate, a guardian be appointed to 
take charge of her estate and of her 
person. The order forbidding the 
payment by Wells, Fargo & Co. of the 
money was made until the action 
should be disposed of, but by a subse- 
quent order Mrs. Ralston was enabled 
to obtain $4000.

ders hung on to the halter and was 
dragged through a mud puddle a dis- 
tance of some forty feet, leaving a 
deep wake as if adug-out had been 
hauled through the mire. The fran- 
tic animal broke away from him and 
took to the sidewalk, leaving San- 
ders the muddiest human being in 
the world. Tar-and-feather Jones in 
the height of his punishment was a 
beaut to him. The horse 
p Commercial Row, his hind 
hoofs going e the wooden grat- 
ing in front of Osborne & Shoemaker’s 
drug store. Thence the beast fled as 
far as Hagerman’s corner where the 
horse and delivery wagon of the house 
were standing. Here Sanders’ horse, 
kicking and plunging because of the 
saddle under him, bounded into the 
street. rman’s horse darted 
across the rai track and scam- 
pered past the Gazette office up Sierra 
atreet, where he was speedily stopped, 
but not before having caused the 
worst runaway of the series. A four- 
horse team hitched to an empty hay- 
wagon, belonging to A. J. Clarke was 
standing in front of the store. The 
animals took fright and started up 
Sierra street at a terrific pace, turni 
Mr. Luke’s blacksmith shop an 
then down Fourth street. A little 
seven-year-old son of Mr. Clarke, was 
in the wagon and hung on for life to 
the front upright of the hay frame. 
Scores of men on foot and a number 
en horseback took after the flying 
team, everyone fearing mementarily 
to see the wagon upset and the child 
killed. The tremendous speed of the 
four terrified horses beat the horse- 
men, but the boy escaped harm by a 
miracle. When about half a mile 
from town the wagon struck a boul- 
der and the reach connecting the for- 
ward with the rear axle broke and al- 
though a rope kept the wagen to- 
gether for a few seconds the horses 
were soon free and the shaver stand- 
ing amid the wreck uninjured except 
a few scratches. A yeung man on 
horseback stopped the team just beyond 
Winfreys, and the beasts were found 
to be unhurt. Sanders’ horse is prob- 
ably at Pyramid by this time. It is 
as singular, as fortunate, that noboby 
was hurt by all this charging ef half 
a dozen horses assisted by twe wagons.
